
Brooklyn's Ex-District At¬
torney Favors Both Plat¬
form and Nominees.

Tells Why No True Democrat
Should Refuse to Support

the Ticket

Battle Between Masses and Classes
in Which South and West Have

Taken the Initiative.

PEOPLE RAPIDLY BECOMING EDUCATED

Prophecy That the Campaign Will Result in

the Defeat of the Syndicate Candi¬
date and the Election of

Bryan.
Ex-District-Attorney James W. Rldgway,

of Brooklyn, is passing the Summer with

his family at his country residence at Say-
vllle, L. I. The house, which is generally
referred to by the country folk as "the

Rldgway mansion," is only a short distance
from the shore, and one of the handsomest
In that section of the country. Mr. Rldg¬
way sat on the verandah yesterday, and

expressed himself In favor of Bryan and

the Democratic platform.
"I am for Bryan," he said, "and I think

the Democrats in Kings County will gener¬
ally support him. I cannot conceive how

any man professing belief In Democratic

principles can refuse to support Bryan.
The platform Is certainly Democratic. It

proclaims tariff for revenue only, which is

a fundamental Democratic principle. It

has always been contended that the power
of the Government under the Constitution,
to raise revenue, could not go beyond the

sum necessary to support the Government,
honestly and equitably administered. A

tariff for revenue only, lived up to, would

enable the Government to exact from the

people in the way of taxation, a sum only
sufficient to meet the legitimate expenses
of the Government.
"Tlie convention also declared In favor

of the income tax. Every Democrat ought)
to support that plank In the platform, be-

cause it tends to equalize the burdens of

taxation. There is no reason why the

banker of "Wall street should evade his

share of the Government expenses, and In

so doing throw his burden upon the poor
man, who is thereby compelled to pay the
shares of both.
"The criticism upon that plank of the

platform referring to the decision of the
United States Supreme Court on the income
tax lacks force, and falls to justify the harsh

term 'revolution', applied to it by the gold
party. The Supreme Court of the United

States, since its formation, had, whenever
tli v question was submitted to it, upheld
the co lstitutionality of an income tax. The

present" -court.Wfts equally divided on the

subject, but upon a reargument of the

question decided adversely by the vote of
a majority of oue, and that Judge reversed
the decision he had given 011 the first argu¬
ment.
"Mr. Bryan was nominated without any

preconcerted action of political leaders, and
was not the choice or too^ of a syndicate.
His nomination was the spontaneous ex¬

pression of the representatives of the people
from every section of our country. His
record, his public life and his pure charac¬
ter are guarantees that if elected lie will
carry out the principles embodied In the
platform. The so-called Democrats who
refuse to support him are actuated by sel¬
fish motives.
"No better reason exists for the over¬

throw of the gbld party than In the illus¬
tration furnished a few days since, when
the hoarders of gold in the East were able
to Release $25,000,000 of the precious metal
froiti th^lr vaults and supply the same to
the Government to prevent another bond
issue, which they feared might be fatal to
them in this campaign. One might ask why
their patriotism was not large enough to do
the same thing in time to prevent the last
bond issue, which Increased our public
debt $150,000,000 and compelled the people
to pay $6,000,000 Interest per year In gold to
the very men who object to paying an in¬
come tax.
"The free and unlimited coinage of silver

at the rate of 16 to 1 will be of the greatest
benefit to the people. The country Is suf¬
fer!;}? from a restricted currency. 'There is
nothing 18-Jthe argument that free coinage
will decrease t-Iifi purchasing power of the
American dollar.
"To acknowledge that we must wait for

England to adopt bimetallism before we un¬
dertake to do so Is to acknowledge that we
are inferior to England. You might with
the same force say that we ought not to
have built the monitor during the civil war
because England had not yet adopted that
style of naval architecture. England fol¬
lowed us very closely after we floated the
first iron ship, and she will be compelled to
follow us after we adopt bimetallism.
"This is a contest between the masses and

the classes, a battle for emancipation from
syndicate and trust rule. The people of the
West and South, who have suffered more
from these conditions than the people of
the East, have taken the initiative, and I
am fully convinced that as the campaign
progresses the people will become more en¬
lightened on the subject, and when full
light is thrown upon it they will realize the
danger that confronts them and elect Mr
Bryan President of.the United States."

REV. DR. D. C. EDDY DEAD.

Pastor of First Baptist Church, Brooklyn, Ex
pires at Martha's Vineyard.

The Rev. Dr. Daniel C. Eddy, pastor of
the First Baptist Church, Keap street and
Lee avenue, Williamsburg, died yesterday,
at Cottage City, Martha's Vineyard, Mass.,
where he had gone in the hope of Improv¬
ing his health. His wife and married
daughter, Mrs. Eaton, were at his bedside
when he expired.
Dr. Eddy was born seventy-three years

ago. He was pastor of the First Baptist
Church since 1880, coming in that vear from
a charge in Boston. For a year he had been
in feeble health, and a few months ago was
given a six months' le^ve of absence by
the members of the church.

The announcement of
Ills death reached Williamsburg In a dis¬
patch sent by Mrs. Eaton to one of the
deacons of the church.

The body will not be
brought to his Brooklyn home, but taken to
Salem, Mass., where the funeral will "be
held on Tuesday.

William Tell, of Brooklyn, la a sturdy

laborer, tbirty-six years old, living at No.
387 Hicks street. His house is his castle,
and he has hitherto regarded himself as
the lord paramount of It and all It con¬
tained.
He has a stepson. John Dacy, who has

long winced under tne Spartan rules which
prevailed In the Tell domicile.
Dacy reached home at midnight Satur¬

day. William Tell proceeded to rebuke
him.
There wan a hot reply, and Tell became

very angry. Pointing his index linger at
Dacy, tne man with the historic name In¬
formed him that he would thrash him If he
didn't maintain a decent and profound
silence. The youth retired] to his room and
that closed the incident for the time being.
The dispute was resumed yesterday

morning. Mr. Tell advanced toward his
stepson. The latter, fearing that he would
apply the rod, picked up a shoe brush and
whacked the namesake of Gessler's con¬

queror over the head.once, twice, thrice.
in rapid succession.
The blows opened Mr. Tell's scalp and

dazed him so much that he sank to the
floor. The triumphant stepson fled. A po¬
liceman was called in and he sent to the
Long Island College Hospital for an ambu¬
lance. Dr. Becker/ responded and he
dressed William TeH!,s wounds.

OVER HIS WIFE'S COFFIN.
Peter Hanley Is Arrested, Charged with

Threatening to Kill His Daughter
a, Maria.

Peter Hanley, who says that he Is a

florist and lives in a Myrtle avenue lodg¬
ing horse, was raieased from the Kings
County Penitentiary on Saturday, after
having served a term of three mouths for
intoxication, and was immediately re¬

arrested on a warrant Issued by Justice
Steers in the Grant Street Police Court
for threatening to take the life of Ills
nineteen-year-old daughter, Maria Hanley,
of No. GG-i Pulton street.
When Hanley was arraigned before Jus¬

tice Teale in the Flatbush Court yesterday
the daughter appeared and told her story
In a few words, remarking that she did
not wish to prosecute her father, but
simply wanted him to keep away frl>m her.
Later she told a remarkable story about
her father making a threat over the coffin
of her dead mother, immediately before
the funeral service, that he would take
her life, and she would be the next to lie
in a casket.
Hanley claimed that the daughter was

persecuting him, and that when his wife
died, she left certain property and because
he was interested in the will, the daughter
wanted to get rid of him. At the time the
will was offered for probate, she suc¬
ceeded In having him sent to the Peniten¬
tiary, so as to keep him out of the way, he
said. L
Miss Hanley declared that her mother

simply left a little florist's business next
door to the Criterion Theatre, for the bene¬
fit of her two daughters, and that they
had been carrying on the business since her
death, and thereby supporting themselves.
Justice Teale thought It best to adjourn
the trial.

WAR ON THE SCORCHERS.

Ten bicycle riders were arraigned before
Justice Teale, In the Grant Street Police
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday morning, and
fined $5 each for scorching 011 the cycle
path. Had not Justice Teale quickly left
the court room just before noon he would
have been kept there all day fining scorch¬
ers, for Commlsloner Woodruff had said
the ordinance regulating t^e speed of riders
on the cycle path must be rigidly enforced,
and the police of the Twenty-third Sub-Pre¬
cinct,- as well as the Park policemen, were
kept busy all day making arrests.
The policemen, when they got in the

Park, eyed every bicycle rider with sus¬
picion. They actually threw out a net In
the afternoon and scooped in six at the
first haul. Those six were before Justice
Teale yesterday morning. They all pleadedguilty and were fined $5, which thoy paidand then got their wheels. The six fined

When afternoon came Miss Male wanted
to take a spin. Her sister had nor re¬

turned. The fact that she did not have her
bloomer suit or her woman's wheel did net
suppress her desire to get out.
There happened to be a friend of her

mother, Edward O'Brien, a guest in the
house. Fie owned a wheel with a diamond
frame, and Male put on a sailor hat and
rolled the wheel Into the street. Then she
jumped into the saddle, just as a man
would, and off she went. That was the
last seen of the young woman. When
night came her mother was worried, but
thought she was visiting some of her nu.
merous women friends, and would return
before morning.
Male did not appear for her breakfast.

Her room had not been occupied. Mr.
O'Brien's wheel had not been tetnrned.
Caswle went out 011 a hunt for h«}r sister
without result. When she returned at
night, the household was In mourning for
the missing young woman. It was thought
best to wait until the next morning before
notifying tlio police of Male's disappear¬
ance.
When breakfast was served next morning

Mr. O'Brien's wheel was in its place, but
Male was not among those present. Her
bicycle was missing, however, and so were
her bloomers.

River pirates who were discovered while
attempting to steal boxes of tinplates from
a barge lying at the Standard Oil Com¬
pany's dock, foot of Eighth street, Long
Island City, early yesterday morning, shot
and seriously injured William Helps, a
watchman, who now lies in St. John's Hos¬
pital.

fering from a bullet wound in bis left an-,kle and unable to walk. Word was sent toSt. Johu's Hospital for a doctor, and an
ambulance. Dr. McGrone, who arrived
with the ambulance, found that the outerbone 01' Helps's ank.e had been shattered-The bullet was not found.
The injured man, who Is over seventy,years of age, and has been employed for

many years by the Staudard Oil Compan>.|told the story of the affair to Policeman
Cosgrove after his wounded ankle had been'
dressed In the hospital.
He said that shortly after midnight he

heard the sound of oars moving in the EastRiver. Surmising that river thieves were
around, many depredations having been
reported in the neighborhood recently,,Helps hid himself in the shadow of ouo
of the dock buildings and awaited develop¬
ments. He had not long to wait. In a
few minutes a rowboat, in which were; Wthree men, appeared. The boat was head¬
ing directly lor the dock. The next thinghe saw was a man climbing over the side
of a barge loaded with boxes of tinplate,which had arrived on Saturday and is tojbe unloaded to-day.
Helps left his hiding place and walked

toward the barge, when he saw the mau
lifting one of the boxes, intending up-*
parently to pass it ov^r the side of the
barge to the other men in the boat. He
shouted to the man:
"What are you doing there?
"None of your business. Who are you?"

replied the supposed thief.
"I'm the watchman," answered Helps, at

the same time ordering the man to leave!
the barge.

,Dropping the box from his hands the man
on the barge drew a revolver and fired at
Helas. The latter, not noticing at the time
